Neapolitans! The beggars there would 
rob a corpse and glory in it; they would 
believe that in such an abominable 
act they had made one moro step to- 
wards heaven. 
But one could stand 


the begging and the thieving if the 
villainous immoralities of the place 
were not so continually flaunted in 
one's face. True it was Carnival time 
when, in Company with a distinguished 
Chaplain in the British army whom I 
met in Egypt. I visited tho place, and 
during such times, I was told, liberty 
becomes license of the mott base sort. 
Perhaps it is not always solbad; I sin- 
cerely hope there are periods during 
tho year when decency is the order of 
tho day. 


Bnt that Naples possesses attractions 


no man of sense will attempt to gain- 
say. Tho harbor is one of the most 
beautiful In the world, and it is doubt- 
ful if there is another such sightasthat 
presented to those on board an incoming 
vessel at night. The bay is more than a 
semi-circle and in the evening when tho 
hundreds of gaslights arc biirniiigalong 
the several quills tho .scene is a near- 
ly indescribable one.

spots. It was then that I saw for the 
first time the Island of Capri where a 
justly celebrated wine is made. Ap- 
proaching it from Messina, tlio most 
northerly port, of any importance in 
Sicily, Capri has the appearance of a 
largo boulder dropped into tlio sea, but 
when wo got within a distance that per- 
mitted the use of marine glasses to ad- 
vantage, we discovered numerous hil- 
locks, and lovely slopes iu a high state 
of cultivation.

those ways pretty thoroughly, liowev 
er, before our visit to Napoli came to 
an end. One poor wretch of a woman 
did really excite the pity of my fricm: 
and myself. She wasjsitting on the 
curbstone just outside tho Custom 
House, which, by the way, is right on 
tho water's edge.

when tied back gives the otYect of a 
long lournnre. 
A short 
bustle of 


steels or whalebones is sometimes add- 
ed at the lop. Over this is worn a cam- 
bric petiooat with an embroidered or 
tucked liuunce which is pretty enough 
to be seen through the sheerest lawn 
skirts. 
\Vlien steels are used in wash 


dresses the upper steel is placed so 
near the lop that a cushion bustle can 
be dispensed with, as it is unwholesome 
and TOO warm for comfort. The upper 
casing is live or six inches below the 
belt; it is slit open by the plackcHiole, 
and the steel crosses the slit uncovered. 
Tapes are attached to the ends, and 
must be left untied until the wearer 
puts the skirt on, as otherwise there 
would not be sufficient room for her to 
pass the skirt over her shoulders; she 
then ties it with ease the size required. 
The steels lower down are permcntly 
tied when the dress is made. 


Yokes are in such great favor this 


summer that even vests have yokes or 
yoke-like pieces at the to])—a useful 
fashion, as those who find whito vests 
unbecoming can have velvet of a be- 
coming color in a pointed yoke at the 
top of the basque, with the vest below 
of whito tucked muslin, pleated silk, or 
shirred crape. 


Lace jabots are again in favor for the 


fronts of dressy basques, and are es- 
pecially liked with a single rovers of 
velvet. Tlmsa pretty basque of mauvi 
China silk or of cotton satteen of a 
plain ground has a velvet revolt on tho 
right front, broad at top and sloping to 
a point at the end, being trimmed along 
its straight edge with a full frill 
jabot of Oriental lace, nearly three 
inches wide, in deep cream tint, or 
darkened to coffee-color. 


The crocheted white laces and Irish 


point embroidery arc very effectively 
used as a wide border at the foot, or a 
side band on the skirt, and as a yoke or 
vest on the waist of cotton : 
dresses in shades of pale gray, helio- 
trope, or the duil pink known as the 
old-rose.

always plain ami round not pleated. 
For many dresses the velvet border is 
snllicicnt without the lace.
